Red Mountain Road to Reach Rossland This 
Summer— New Steamboat— IinniiRronts 
From the Old Country. 

(From the Spokane Siickesmau-Eoview.) 

D. C. Corbin has returned from the 
East, where he baa been for several 
weeks on business connected with his 
many interests in Washington and Brit- 
ish Columbia , He said : 

" I have all along intended to build 
the Hed Mounttiin railway, and now I 
shall buLld it. The conditions now will 
warrant it. Up to last year the condi- 
tions were different, but now 1 am sure 
that the tonnage is here, and am pre- 
pared to go ahead and build it this sum- 
mer. In a day or so I shall go over the 
line, and when I return shall make 
the start, and it is safe to say the road 
will be completed to l^ossland this sum- 
mer. The road will follow closely up the 
north fork of Sheej) creek, making one 
detour in order to get a good grade,'' 

" Will you bridge the Columbia," was 
asked. 

'• Yes; that is part of the scheme to 
go through to Kossland without trans- 
ferring. The bridge will cross the Col- 
umbia near X^orthport. How soon the 
work will be commenced on the bridge I 
cannot sity exactly." 

" When will you inaugurate daily ser- 
vice from Spokane to Nelaon?" 

" .Some lime before the middle of 
May." 

Tlie steamer Xelson will make a triji 
froui i:ionner'8 Ferry to Kaslo on Mon- 
day, leaving on the arrival of the east- 
bound Great Northern train. No sche- 
dule for running boats on the Kootenay 
from Bonner's Ferry has yet been es- 
tablished, but as soon as the new boat 
Kakonee is completed regular tri])a will 
j)robably be made. The new boat is a 
beauty, and is built to iiuiintain a speed 
of 18 miles an hour. The significance 
of the name Kakonee is red lish, and 
was suggested by Mr. Mara, M.P., pre- 
sident of the company. 

The Kootenay Keclamation Company, 
controlled by an English syndicale, has 
now ready 3,000 acres of land upon 
which it has lix'^d a price of iffiO an acre; 
$300,000 has already been spent by the 
company in reclaiming tlie lands. G. W. 
Alexander is manager for the company. 
Desirable emigrants are coming over 
from England, none of whom have less 
than $2,500. On the reclaimed land 
there is an experimental station or lariii, 
the jiroduct of which was shipped to 
iMighuid to show the capabilities of tlie 
soil, every foot of which can be culti- 
vated.

GUN MAKING. 

A Great Experiment by the United States 
Naval Authorities. 

Wasuincton, April 2t.— " It is not 
generally known," said an ofilcer of the 
ordnance departineiu of the army to-day, 
" that the United .States is preparing to 
build at the army gun factory In Water- 
vliet, New York, the biggest gun for 
coast defence purposes that has ever been 
produced by any nation uj) to the pres- 
ent time. More is known of the naval 
ordnance foundry in the city of Wash- 
ington than of the army gun shop at 
Watervliet. But in some respects 
the New York toundry is far in 
advance of the Washington City con- 
cern in the way of modern appliances 
for the manufacture of ordnance. 
The fortilications bill which has just 
passed the bouse contains provisions 
which insures the continuous employ- 
ment of all the skilled mechanics in the 
Watervliet arsenal f jr a year at least, 
and besides tliis the house "has provided 
for the making of one gun of lO-iiich 
calibre. It is almost beyond conception 
to realize what this gun will do iu the 
way of defense. The carrying capacity 
of heavy rifled steel ordinance ia figured 
upon the basis of one mile to an inch of 
calibre. With the proper elevation tliis 
IG-inch gun would send a ehot weighing 
more than 1,200 pounds a distance of 
si.xteen miles, using a charge of about 
GOO or 700 pounds of prismatic powder. 

" These numerous engines of war will 
be very expensive jilaythings, and when 
completed will probably bo mounted in 
the vicinity of New York, but it ia 
doubtful if it will ever be used. No ves- 
sel yet built carries suilicient armor to 
resist the impact uf the shell wdiidi 
would be hurled liy this great cannon, 
(jf course there hns been no test of the 
penetrating jjower of such a shell, 
but estimating from what smaller 
weapons of like construction have ilone 
in the past it i,4 safe^ to say that 
this great mass of eteel hurled at an en- 
emy with lerrifle force, causeil by the ex- 
plosion of SCO pounds of powder, would 
pierce at least 20 inches of the finest 
armor plate that has ever yet been in- 
vented at a distance of a mile. This gun 
will be an experiment — an expensive 
one, it is true — but should it prove what 
its designers ex[)ect, it will probably he 
followed by others of lik<! character. 
And with a dozen such guns mounted 
along the Atluntic coast no foreign pow- 
er would care to risk its finest vessels 
within the ranee of our forts."

MODERN MARTYJiS. 

It is generally supposed that there are 

no martyrs in tliesi; days. It is believed 
that men in tlie ninetetnitli century are 
too highly civilized, too tolerant and too 
humane to torture men and women, and 
to put them to deatli, for no other crime 
than that they ;ire faithful to their re- 
ligion and refuse to renounce it at tliu 
bidding of those who rule over tiiem. 
Such diabolical tyranny could, it in- 
thought by many, only exist in the dark 
ages of the world's history when the 
gretit mass of the people were sunk in 
iL'iioraiice and Huiierstition, when cruelty 
anil barbarity reij^nod in the high'places 
(jf the t^arth unci in tlio low, and men 
had not learned to respect eucli others 
opinions and convictions. 

Recent events tliat have taicen place 
in our own day and almost under (uir 
own eyes liave proved that lliose who ■ 
had come to this conclusion ai'o shallow 
optimists, ho do not know ihiif. then:: 
are millions upon millions in our own 
day upon whom the refining and elevat- 
ing infiuenees that have been at work 
for centuries have made no perceptible 
impression. The outrages that have 
been committed, and are still being com- 
mitted, in Armenia, have been ;i revela- 
tion to the great mass of Christian men 
and women in Europe and .Vnierica. 
Very many of the Oliri&tians of 
our time are inclined to believe 
that the constancy, the fortitude 
and the true heroism that were 
80 often exhibited by the early Chris- 
tians, under the most trying circum- 
stances, are not now to be found on the 
earth — that Christians living at ease and 
sunk in worldliness would not staiul the 
test of cruel persecutions ; that they 
would not for the sake of their religion 
sacrilice all they hold dear and even life 
itself. The spirit of the martyrs, many 
are tempted to say, hafl departed from 
the cliurches. 

liut the way in which the Armenians 
have borne the savage persecution of the 
Turks has proved that there are Chris- 
tiai-s in tliese day.s as ready to bear wit- 
ncKS to what, they believe to be the 
truth and to endure the greatest eufler- 
iiiirs and losses rather than deny their 
iSavidur, as there wci-c in the early days 
of Christianity. ,\nd the .Irmenians, as 
far as we can learn, are not, wiien 
free from persecution, more pious or 
more ready to make sacrifices for the 
sake of their religion than are the Chris- 
tians of other churches and other races. 
But that there have been and are men 
and women amwiit,' iIk^iii wlio have met 
the most cruel and the most Iryini; jier- 
Ht'cutioii in the spirit and with the beni- 
isni that wt: so ijteatly revere in the 
early Chi istians, cannot be ilenii^d. 

.\ late issue of the Xew "i'ork Inde- 
pendent contains a list of twenty-one 
martyrs who endured persecution with 
a courage and a nobility of soul that 
mast compel the admiration, and mucli 
more than the admiration, of all — ^believ- 
ers and unbelievers alike — who love and 
appniciate what is best and highest and 
most to be revered in hmiKin nature. 
tt))eaking of tlu; twenty-one modern 
martyrs, the Indojiendent says: 

Kach one of thcni was offered his life 
if he would renounce Christ and accept 
Islam ; but they counted not their lives 

dear unto them Hut those 

twenty-one names we give as names of 
saints such as tuuat go into the martyr 



part of the account of the martyrdom of 
one of these saints, Aboshe of Kuttur- 
bul, as it appears in the letter of the In- 
dependent's Armenian coirespondent. 
Abosho had escaped from the massacre 
of the previous evenintr and ha I F\\ent 
the night in a tree and siftersvanls took 
refuge in a desertctl bath : 

"Tuesday," the nan-alive proceeds, 
"a roaming band of Ku'-ils wenithrough 
the village to see if anytiiing was still 
left to jilund' r, anil fiiialli', coming to the 
yard of the bath house, l)eizan to abuse 
Some of the piistor's contrregation who 
had gathered there, as it was a more 
protecteil jilace than most. The pa.stor, 
overiieai-ing them, went out to try to per- 
suade them to cease from further bar- 
barities toward those who had sufl'cred 
so mucii. Perceiving that he was a 
' Hpiritual head,' as the clergv are called, 
the Kurds at once called on him to re- 
nounce his faith and embrace Islam. 
He fi.xed a steady gaze on them but said 
nothing. 'Hal' said one, 'see how 
the halir (infidel) still holds 
stoutly to his faith.' Another 
said to him : ' Just raise one finger [this 
is accepted as a confession of one Clod, 
Mohammed his prophet] and you will I 
not be harmed.' Instantly he calmly 
replied, 'I shall never raise my linger.' 
Imqiediatelj/ a Kurd near him made a! 
thrust at him with a straight dagger, | 
while another, a little further away, putj 
a bullet through him right in the pre- j 
scnce of his flock, llis lirm faith and 
his bold confession of it in the presence 
of death was the weightiest sermon they 
had evci- heard from his li])s." 

This is how ()iu> of the fifty thousand 
niartyi's of Armenia met his death. The 
horrors that attended the martyrdom of 
some of them — tender, innocent women 
-tvre unutterable, and the sufferings I '^^e rats in a trap. l>rovis,ons

Put we ha ve irood 
reasons for knowing that this was the 
case. We have it on authority which 
has invariably proved reliable that Col. 
Prior has done even more for the British 
Pacific than he has done for the 
Crow's Xest raihvay. 'Hie Times 
will Iind out liefore the election 
campaign is over that its mean elforts 'o 
injure Col. Prior will do that gentleman 
good rather than harm. We venture to 
predict that the day is not far distant 
when the electors of Victoiia will be 
well pleased with what Col. Prior has 
done in the matter of the British Pdciflc 
raihvay, and that the promoters of that 
enterpri.se will be, as they have always 
been, among the warmest supporters 
of th(! (,'onsei-vative candidates.

)\ AR WITH THE MATABELES. 

The Hostlles Intended to Surround Bulu- 
wayo and Cut Off AD Communication. 

C \i'i:ro\vN, .-\pril2.'). — The general ro- 
ll of the recent engayeniont appears to 
have been a reverse for the British, who 
were greatly outnumbered, and once 
nearly surrounded. The Matabeles 
thowed a much siiiierior knowledge of 
fiiglitiiig than they did yetirs airo. They 
threw themselves on the ^'ronnd when 
they saw the iiiacliiiie miii.s j.'oin<: into 
action, and repeateilly triei.1 to outllaiik 
tilt? troops. The evideiKre jioiiit.s to the 
Matabeles having an intention of eii- 
avoi in;.^ to aiirroiiiid the town and cut 
off coniiiuuiicatioii from it. 

.\ patrol was to have left Buluwayo on 
■rhncsilay in order to aficertain if the 
route to Salisbury is still open for the 
advance ol the relief eokimn dispatched 
from Mafeking, upon which body of men 
resta the hope of those livintr in Bulu- 
wayo. The advance guard of thiseolnnin 
is expected to reach the outposts of 
Bnluwayo during the first week in IMay, 
and the main body, it is hoped, will 
roach the besieged town soon after- 
wards. 

There can be no question that on the 
occasion of the recent sortie prodigies of 
valor were performed by some of the 
British troops. 



VENEZUELAN ARBITEATION. 

The " Times " Denies Tliat Salisbury's Ac- 
tion Should Be Regarded as a Rejection. 

London, April 26. — The Times says: 
•' It is assumed that the Marquis of 
Salisbury rejected the Waahincton pro- 
[losals in regard to Venez.uela. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury certainly did not ac- 
cept the proposals as they stood; but it 
was not imagined that the action taken 
in rejiard to tlituii should possibly he re- 
garded as a rejection. The difHciilty 
was ill re};ard to the delinition of the 
settled districts, and the .'\larquis of .Sal- 
isbury's etl'orts to priitccd iiritisb sub- 
jects did not promise to be saccessful, 
and accordinirly he attempted to solve 
lli(,' |irohleiii of Veiie/.uebui arbitration 
by solving the problem of general arbi- 
tration." The Times' statement that 
the Ij'ruan incident is settled is cla.ssed 
as heing premature, altliough it is said 
there is every prospect of its ultimate 
satisfactory settlement.

The Liberals Prevented the Appli- 
cation of the Remndy and Will 
Be Held Besponsiblc. 



A perfectly plain inattor is iiiiule ol - 
Boureaad diflicult to miderstaiul. Fur 
what purpose? Political purpose. That 
tiiere sbould be such misconcoption of 
the true nature of this school question 
passes CO ai prehension. The only possi- 
ble oxplanatioii for it is the fact tliut the 
Liberals see in this question a posHibil- 
ityto y;et on the Treasury benches. Can- 
adians should be above the old preju- 
dices that existed when the dillereut 
classes of the people were more divided. 
Can it be that hero in Canada, wo are 
going to have enacted those unreasoning 
disputes and broils between Catholics and 
non-Oatholics, that are now unknown in 
the Mother Country? It spealss little for 
the iiitellipriMice of our jieople if such is 
to lie the case. Should it Ijeeouioa fact 
tliDSO wliunort' foster and atld fuel to the 
lire in the w;iy iif crying out for provin- 
cial autonomy will have a heavy burden 
to hear. Provincial autonomy is good in 
its place — but if a [-"rovince is to be 
higher than the Dominion, when it lias 
not absolute authority in a matter com- 
mitted Co it, th^n it is time to looli for 
the speedy dissolution of the Dominion. 

We liiid men of prominence explain- 
ing — rather confusing — this question by 
sayiiiL' that notwithstanding that the 
I'rivy Council, the highest appellate 
tribunal, has held that there is a griev- 
ance and that same reijuirea remedy, 
that after all it is a political matter 
and the House of Commons 
ought not to legislate. Why? 
Because the majority in Manitol a 
will not have it. These people never ex- 
plain iliai jutit what has happened is 
■what was provided against by tlie Mani- 
toda .-Vet (1870). 

Lord Ilerscliell in delivering the judg- 
ment of llie Lords of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in the last 
appeal said : 

" The appeal to the Governor-General - 
in-Council was founded upon tlie 22nd 
section of the i\Ianitoba Act, 1.S70, and 
the t)3rd section of the British North 
America Act, 18(37. By the former of 
these statutes Manitoba was created a 
province of the Dominion." 

The Imperial confirmation of the Mani- 
toba Act (being "The British Xortli 
America Act, 1871,") therefore gave 
Jhinitolia a constitution that the Iinper- 
iul Parliament can alone altoror change. 
Tlie Duniiiiion Inia no i)()wer to change it 
— neither has the Province the power to 
change it— save in respect to the follow- 
ing matters : 

" Sec. 8. Tlio Parliament of Canada 
may from time to time witti the consent 
of the Legislature of any Province of the 
said Dominion, mcrease, diminish or 
otherwise alter tiie limits of such Prov- 
ince upon such terms and conditions as 
may bo agreed to by the said Legislature 
and may with the like consent make 
provision respecting the effect and oi)er- 
ation of any such increase or diminution 
•or alteration of territory in relation to 
.any Province atTected thereby." 

" Sec. 0. E.xcept as provided by the 
third section of this act, it shall not he 
competent for the parliament of Canada 
to alter the pi'OvisionH of the la.st nien- 
tioncil act (referring to the Manitoha 
act, 1870) ni the said parliament in so 
far as it rela'.cs to the Province of Mani- 
toba, or of any other act hereafter estab- 
lisliing new provinces in the said Do- 
minion, subject always to the right of 
the Legislature of the Province of Mani- 
toba to alter from time to time the pro- 
visiiins of any law respecting the iinalili- 
catii)n of elcrlor.s and memhers of the 
l.c;iislative .\s~i'inhly and to make laws 
respecting elections in the saiil prov- 
ince." 

Xow let us read section 22 and sub- 
."(■ction.i 2 and I! of the Manitoba act. 
They are as follows : 

" XXII. In and for the Province, the 
said legislature may exclusively make 
laws in relation to education, subject 
and according to the following provi- 
sions : 

"CJ.j .Vii a|ip('u' sli.'ill lie to the (.iov- 
ernor-(ieneral-in-Conncil (nun any act 
or decision of the legislature of th(.' Prov- 
ince, or of anj' ))r<ivincial aut luirity, af- 
fecting any right or privi lege of the I'l-o- 
testant or Roman Catholic minority of 
the Queen's subjects in relation to edu- 
cation. 

" (I-!.) In casi- any such provincial law 
as frum time l.o time s ems to the Ciov- 
erniir-(ici:i!ral-in-C!uuncil reciuisite for 
the due cxecutinn of tlu! provisions of 
this section, is not nnule, or in case 
any decision of the Ciovernor-General-in- 
Co'uncil on any appeal under this sec- 
tion is not duly executed by the projier 
provincial authority in that behalf, then, 
and in every such case, and as far only 
as the circumstances in each case re- 
(juire, the l-'arliament of Canada nniy 
make remedial laws lor the due execu- 
tion of the provisions of this section, and 
of any decision of the Governor-General- 
in-Council under this section." 

It will therefore be seen that the 
Catholics are given no special position, 

but the ProtestantB also have guaranteed 
rights. With respect to the population 
at the time of the union, we have this 
answered; "At the lime when the 
Province of Manitoha became part of tho 
Dominion of Canada, the Roman Catho- 
lic and Protestant populations in the 
Province were about equal in number." 
(Lord Herschell in Privy Council judg- 
ment.) 

The next matter that will suggest 
itself is : Upon what terms did IVIanitoba 



nniy again turn to what the Lord Chan- 
cellor said: " The terms agreed upon so 
far as education was concerned must be 
taken to be embodied in the 22ud section 
of the act of 1870." 

We then come to view Manitoha as a 
province. What was done by Manitoba 
iu respect to education when she ha<l 
acliieved a proviiicnil status? .Vgain we 
may turn to the I^ord Chancellor's 
language : 

" Amongst tho very first measures 
passed by tho legislature of Manitoha 
was an act to establish a system of 
education in tho province. Tlie provi- 
sions of this act will require examina- 
tion. It is sufficient for the present to 
say tiiat the systeui establislieil was dis- 
tinctly denominational. The system, 
with some modifications of tho original 
scheme, the fruit of later letrislation, re- 
mained in full force until it was jjut an 
end to by the acta which have given rise 
to tho present controversy." 

It will bo noticed that the Lord Chan- 
cellor, speaking of the whole system of 
education from 1871 to 1890 in Mani- 
toba, calls it distinctly denominational. 

To well understand any matter that 
may in its nature appear to bo sonie- 
»what involved is to well establish your 
premise and work from that. Now, the 
premise here ia tliat the Imperial par- 
liament has guaranteed, what? That 
there shall be an appeal by a minority of 
the Queen's subjects, be they Protestant 
nr Ciitholic— it is not the majority that 
have been guaranteed anyihing. The 
Lord Chancellor said: "But it seems 
eciually clear that no class of the Protes- 
tant or Catholic majority would have a 
lorus .ttiindi to appeal under the 2nd sec- 
tion because its rights have been af- 
fecletl." 

.So we ininiediately see that all tiie 
talk al)out the Green wa 3' government 
being overwhelmingly siii)ported by the 
people and the bluster about provincial 
autonomy matters nothing. The ques- 
tion is : Has any right or privilege of a 
minority of the Queen's subjects, be 
they Protestant or Catliolic, in relation 
to education been "affected"? The 
next matter for consideration then is : 
Was a case made out before the Lords of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council? Wo may again usefully turn 
to tho language of the Lord Chancellor : 

" Tho sole question to be determined 
is whether a right or privilege whicb the 
Honmn Catholic minority previously en- 
joyed has been ali'ected by the legisla- 
tion of 1890. Their Lordships are un- 
able to see bow the question can receive 
any but an atbrmative answer. Contrast 
theijosition of the Eoman Catholics prior 
and subsequent to the acta fiom which 
they a])peal. Before these passed into 
law there existed denominational 
schools, of wliieh the control and man- 
ageinent were iii-the hands of the Roman 
Catholics, who could select tho hooks to 
be used and determine the etiaracterof 
the religious teaching. These schools 
received their proportionate share of the 
money contributed for school purposes 
out of the general taxation of the Pro- 
vince, anil the money raised for these 
piirposi H by local assessment was, so far 
as it fell upon Catholics, applied only to- 
wards the suppoit of Catliolic schools. 
What is the position of the liomaii 
Catholic minority tiiuler the acta of 
IS'.lO? Sch("jls of tlieir own denomin- 
ation conducted aci'ording to their views 
will receive no aid from the sttite. 
They must depend entirely for 
tlier support upon tiie contributions of 
the Roman Catholic community, while 
the taxes out of which state aid is grant- 
ed for the schools i>rovi<leil for by the 
statute, fall alike on Catholics and Pro- 
testants. Moreover, while the Catholic 
inlialiitaiits remain liable to local assess- 
ment for school purposes the proceeiisof 
that assessment are no longer destined 
to any extent for the support of Catho- 
lic schools, but allbnl the means of 
maintaining schools wliich they regard 
a.s no more suitable for the education of 
Catholic children than if they were dis- 
tiiu!iively Protestant in their character. 
In view of this com parisoii it does not 
seem possiljle to say that the rights and 
l)ri\ ileges of the Roman Catholic min- 
ority ill relation to education which ex- 
isted prior to IH'JO have not been af- 
fected." 

^Vliat remains to be said? Nothing, 
absolutely nothing. As the Liberals 
still surround this question with argu- 
ments of expediency and utility, and 
further that tho niajority must be sup- 
ported, and would seemingly talk seri- 
ously, we must disclose the tactics of 
the jH/rc jKirty and the luiidl party. 
What loyalty is there in this policy? 
None. The highest jinlicial tribunal in 
lh(.' hind has ])ii)n(>uiiced tliat a right or 
privilegcof the Roman Callmlic minority 
of the (Queen's subjects in relation to 
education in the Province of .Manitoba 
has been affected. But contrary to all 
true tradition and justice, arguments 
specious in their nature are voiced to 
prevent that being done that was ex- 
pressly guaranteed, and a breach of faith 
is endeavored to be written upon the fair 
jiages of Canadian history. It has lieen 
attempted to argue that there were no 
agreements on the matter of ediu'ation, 
and that the jirovincial act of 1871 is 
not in its nature one of carrying out tho 
Iirevious treaties in resjiect to the matter. 
Again we have tlie language of the Lord 
Chancellor : " It is notorious that there 
were acute diSerencea of opinion be- 
tween Catliolics and Protestants on the 
education question prior to 1870. This 
is recognized and einphasized in almost 
every line of these enactments. There 
is no doubt either what the jioints of 
diflereiico were, and it is in tho light of 
these that tlu! 22nd section of the Mani- 
toba act of 1870, which wag in truth a 
parliamentary compact, niust be read." 

The Lord Chancellor, it will be seen, 
puts the matter plain— it ia not a matter 
of ordinary statute law, but a parlia- 
mentary compact. 

Then, since a right or privilege is af- 



grievanco been remedied? No. Not 
only lias it not been remedied, but the 
government of tlie day in that j)rovince 
flatly refuse to remedy the matter. 
What was then to be done? The Do- 
minion had to act. We have the lan- 
guage of t he Lord Chancellor upon this 
()oint : " The remedy is either a provin- 
cial law or a law passed by tho Parlia- 
ment of Canada." 

The Conservative government have 
endeavored to pass the law but tho Lib- 
erals have prevented it. Tho country, 
though, will bold them answerable for 
their conduct— condign punishment will 
be meted out at the polls. 

The argument that it afliecta the auto- 
nomy of Manitoba is an argument of ,no 
value. Why? Because Manitoba has 
limited jurisdiction by jiarliamentary 
compact in respect to education. The 
Lord Chancellor saiil ; 

•' It must be remembered that the 
provincial legislature is not in all re- 
spects supreme within the nroyince. 
Its legislative power ia strictly limited." 
He further states that "Bearing in 
mind the circumstances which existed 
in 1870, it does not appear to Their Lord- 
ships an extravagant notion that in 
creating a legislature for the i)ro\ iiice 
with limited powers it should have been 
thought expedient, in c:ise either Catho- 
lics or Protestants hecanie preponderant, 
and rights whicb bad ci'ine into exist- 
ence under difl'erent circumstances were 
interfered with, to give the Dominion 
government power to legislate upon 
matters of education so far as was neces- 
sarv to protect the Protestant or C.ithu- 
lic minority as the ca..sc might he." 

We hear it said that the remedial hill 
ia coercive. The only peojile who so 
cry out are the Libends, for jiolitical 
ell'ect, yet we have a proniiiieiit member 
of that iiarty, Mr. Carrol, a member of 
the present House of Commons, stating 
on the floor of the house that he was 
against the measure because it was " not 
coercive enough to be really useful and 
advantageous to the minority." (See 
j)age,'!,281 of Hansard.) 

Manitoba, it is true, offered to secular- 
ize the schools, tint this would be un- 
satisfactory to both I'roteatants and 
Catholics. Rev. Princijial King of Jlan- 
itoha College, an eminent Presbyterian 
divne, said: "Even i£ it were a fact 
that separate schools could only bo 
equitably got rid of through the entire 
secularization of our public school 
system, much as this end is to bo 
desired, I could not consent to purchase 
it at such a coat." 

It is therefore seen that to secularize 
the schools will not do. It is also seen 
that beyond the (juestion of a doubt the 
Catholics arc entitled to have schools 
maintained by their own taxes and are 
entitled to a portion of the state aid, and 
having this right or privilege, it has been 
prejudicially ajfecled, in fact abrogated, 
and therefore there is a wrong, and 
there is a remedy; the Jiij^liest court of 
tlie realm has so determined. That the 
Conservative government have endeav- 
ored to perform a high duty cast upon 
them is patent. That the i)eo))le will so 
say at tho polls is certain. The Con- 
servative leaders have iiscended to the 
plane of statesmanship; they have bad 
to grapple with a great question and 
have done so heroically, for whicb they 
merit the country's thanks and support, 
which will assuredly be given and the 
party returned to office with increased 
majority.

Tho Association of (Collegiate Alumna? 
furnislios jierhaps lliu most interesting 
chapter in thu last annual report of 
jNJassachnsetts. The association took on 
itself tho task of searching out tho oc- 
capalions of its members and finding 
the rate of their pay as compared witli 
that of men in the same work. The re- 
port is full of encouragement for all 
women. It also shows the advantage to 
a woman ( f a college education and 
diploma, To I lie (juestions in tho cir<m- 
lar i.--sued bv the association -100 replies 
were received fr(.m all parts of tho 
country. Nearly 2{)0 members reported 
that they wi-rii teaching. That as a mat- 
ter of course. A fonrth of those rejily- 
ing were stenographers and librarians. 
Tiu) rest were chietly engaged iu elerk- 
i:ig aud bookkeeping, or were nurses or 
ii.nvspaper women. Four out of tho -lOO 
received in wages over $300 a month. 
Only SIX got l(!.ss than ^35 a month, 
which is very hjw pny for :i college bred 
wom.in. Unt three-iiu.e.'ters of th(^ 
wholo number received v^.'jO to a 
month, and the average of all was ij^TO 
a month. That is very gooil indeed for 
these hard times. Of those replying to 
tlie (piestion as to how their jiay com- 
pared with that of men engaged in tlie 
same occupations, three-fiftlis answered 
that tliiw received less than men did. 
Since iiliout half of tho coIIeg(» women 
answering 'ivere engaged in teaching, 
tho discrepancy is not hard to undi!r- 
staud, because tho ranks of womi n 
teachers are so crowded that they mn -t 
beat one anoiher down. fiat, on lii" 
other hand, two-lifths of tlio-e repivio,; 
answered that they got tho same pay a-- 
men did for (ho same work, which is 
cheerful information. All indicates a 
decided indnsirial advance for women, 
and 111" industrial advance is the Icoy to 
the whole situation. Make women p(,'- 
cuniiirily independent and thoy will be 
free iu all other ways. Neither relativ(!s 
nor tho law, neither husband.'i nor soci- 
ety, will dare to mistreat the woman 
with a pocket full of money which she 
lias earned herself, and which she can 
add toconsfantly. Yon girls and women 
with a career to maki;, prepare your- 
selves thoroughly for a chosen work and 
do it with all your soul. Kspeciaily go 
into business for yourselves. That is tlu' 
way to get rich. 

It i.^ known perhaps to few people 
that the business miiiiager of Theodore 
Thoiiiaii' great orchestra is a woman, a 
young w(,man at that. I find an admi- 
rtible skeich of her in tho Now York 
.lournal. t-ho is Mi.ss Anna Jlillar, a 
western girl — I had almost said "a\vest- 
ern girl, of course. " On second thoughts, 
however, I will not say that. Miss Mil- 
lar was born in Iowa, at Muscatine. In 
the fall of I.Sih'i a giil friend of hers was 
anxious to go to Europe and get a niu- 
sieal eihicatiou. Mi.is Millar undertook 
the inaiiagotuent of a benefit concert for 
her. Ho Kucce.ssful wa.s it that it turned 
her attention to tho niauagorial lield.

GERMAN ARMY CHANGES. 

The Emperor's Policy of Rejuvenating the 
Army Cuuses Numerous Retircmenls 
—Great Dis.satisfaction. 

Bkiiu.v, A])ril 25.— The spring list of 
liromotions and retirements from the 
army has just been ])ubiished and in- 
i:reaseH tlie discontent already displayed. 
'I'lie number of ollicers retired is larger 
than ever, and the age and rank plainly 
shows that the Emperor is adhering to 
the plan of rejuvenating the army. A 
liamjiblet, published by an oflic'er of the 
general stall', show s that the letirenients 
and pi'oinotigiis me much more rapid in 
the Cernian than in the I'rcnch .army. 
The average of the Cierniaii ollicer of the 
rank of major or upwards is four and a 
half years younger than the French. 

Xone of the generals just retired are 
very old physically nor are they in- 
cajiacitated. Among them are General 
Spitz, 04 years old, who habitually re- 
presented the war de))artment in the 
reichstag, and who is said to have been 
too liberal in |iolitic.s and had not enough 
enei-gy to suit the JOmperor. Brau- 
chitsch, chief of the war academy, and 
Caprivi, a younger brother of the ex- 
Chancellor, have also been retired. The
